Text,““Examine yourselves, wheth- 
er ye be in the faith; prove your 
own selves. Know ye not your own 
selves, how that Jesus Christ is in 
you, except ye be reprobates?” 2 
Cor. 13:5. 

After looking around and seeing 
the signs of the times and that the 
coming of the Lord is so very near, 
it is high time to take inventory of 
our spiritual stock. It will be well 


for us all to take inventory and 
see where we are located in the 
light of the Holy Scriptures. See 


that we are not self-centered in 
thought or sole'sh in nature, but 
walking in the steps of Him who 
gave His all for us. It is necessary 


for us to know our relationship 
with God and man. 
Paul says, “Prove your own 


selves.” How? By measuring our 
works, attitude, and consecration 
by the Word of God. If we do not 
measure to the Scriptures as we 
have light on them we are found 
wanting and the results’ will be 
that of the king of Babylon, God’s 
judgments will be poured out upon 
us and we will have to suffer the 
consequence. James said to earn- 
estly contend for the faith that was 
once delivered to the saints. That 
means to fight for it, hold to it, de- 
clare it and live it. Many in these 
last days are cooling off and allow- 
ing things to separate them from 
the old time faith until they have 
lost the vision of God’s purpose for 
them and the result is they are 
asleep in Zion. A woe is pronounc- 
ed upon them. They have lost the 
Spirtt of Christ and Paul calls 
them REPROBATES. Reprobate 
means condemned, base, given over 
to sin. If we lose the birth pang 
for souls, that is a sure sign that 
we have lost our grip on God.

sign that we are slipping. Thos» 
who one time spent hours in pray- 
er at the altar in agony for God’s 
blessings on hungry seekers, many 
of them today have let up in the 
battle and the enemy is rocking 
them to sleep in the cradle of self- 
righteousness. Let us examine our- 
selves and see whether we be in 
the faith or not. 


We Should Examine Our Conse- 
cration 

Rom. 12:1, “I beseech you there- 
fore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your BODIES 
a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable 
unto God, which is your reason- 
able service.”” Our best is none too 
good to be used in the Lord’s ser- 
vice. He asks us for our time, tal- 
ent, and all we have. After we have 
presented our bodies unto Him to 
be used in His service, holy, ac- 
ceptable, we have only done rea- 
sonable service. Paul says that we 
are allowed this presentation of 
ourselves to God only by the mercy 
of God. Some think they have done 
710d a favor by repenting and giv- 
ing themselves to God to keep out 
of hell, as if to say, Now we have 
quit the devil and have made a tre- 
mendous sacrifice and you (God) 
ought to notice us and also every 
one else. But when our all is con- 
secrated to Him we have only done 
our reasonable service, and it is by 
the mercy of God that we are rec- 
ognized. God is not hard up. He 
does not need us, but WE NEED 
HIM. He can get along without us 
but we cannot get along without 
Him. 

When you put the reading or the 
result of the inventory of your 
consecration in the light of the 
Scriptures, how does it show up? 





Have you plenty in stock so you 
can be of use in God’s service? The 
storekeeper-takes inventory and 
keeps stocked up with what the 
public demands. Are you’ stocked 
up on consecration so you have to 
offer and give what God demands? 
How about Sunday School work? 
Are you a promoter and your body 


consecrated enough so you can 
get up in time to get to Sunday 


School in time? or do you lag 
along behind and come dragging 
in twenty minutes late or wait un- 
til Sunday School is over and come 
only for preaching service? If you 
are consecrated you have an inter- 
est in Sunday School. There is a 
place for you there. You must fill 
it. Are you consecrated enough to 
remember the orphans, the mis- 
sion work, etc.? How far are you 
behind in your tithes? You have 
been looking out for No. 1, but how 
about God’s part? If we are conse- 
crated to God it will mean more 
than to have a Pentecostal picnic, 
but to do His will. It is not hard to 
demonstrate. I have seen lots of 
that and also believe in it, but God 
is not in so much of a credit busi- 
ness. Better get consecrated and 
keep in line with the Scriptures 
and then do the shouting. Some 
shout by faith, or ahead of time, 
but let consecration come first. 
Men used to work in all kinds of 
adverse circumstances, walk for 
miles to preach and attend service. 
Now it is different. Some will hard- 
ly walk five blocks and if it is a 
little blustery out they make no 
effort at all. Preachers today ex- 
pect everything to be arranged for 
them—church, house, and plenty 
of tithes. It is hard to find many 
who will get out and dig outa 
place for themselves. They might 
not have the ability but real conse- 
cration will cause one at least to 
try. But now we hear this, I will 
work in your territory if you have 
what I want or what suits me.

LARGEST MOTOR BUS 


According to Jewish Missionary 
Magazine, “Toward the end of 
1933 The Bender Body Company of 
Cleveland, Ohio, announced that it 
had received the contract for the 
building for the Nairn Transporta- 
tion Company of Iraq what is re- 
puted to be the largest motor bus 
in the world. The bus’ will be 69 
feet long. Mounted on 18 wheels it 
will be propelled by a 385 _ horse- 
power Deisel motor. It will accom- 
modate 35 passengers, and will be 
insulated against the desert heat.”

This suggests that if conversions 
are not to take place amongst 
young people, three-fourths of the 
present Christians might not be 
Christians at all. 

As we look more cioséty at these 
figures, we shall see how remark- 
ably the 

Spiritual Unfolding 
coincides with material changes. 
Amongst girls the awakening or 
arousing to a sense of need of sal- 
vation and of entrance into a high- 
er life, in fact, the real opening of 
the mind to spiritual realities takes 
place mainly from 10-16, amongst 
boys 14-16; and this awakening 
takes place as a rule a year before 
conversion. 

Conversions amongst girls are 
as follows: For every 40 at sixteen 
we get 36 at thirteen, and 12 at 
twenty, and 5 at nine and at 
twenty-four. That is to say, con- 
versions at sixteen are more nu- 
merous than at thirteen, and 3 
times as numerous as at twenty. 
They are also 8 times as numerous 


-~1 


at sixteen, as at nine or twenty- 
four. In other words, the age of 
most conversions is undoubtedly 


that of fully-developed puberty. 
Amongst boys, for 40 cases at 

sixteen we get 13 cases at thirteen 

or twenty, and 4 cases at nine and 


twenty-four, and conversions are 
rare after thirty. 
Here again the drawing man- 


hood is the period for conversions: 
these being three times as numer- 
ous as they are four years sooner 
or later, and ten times as numer- 
ous as eight years sooner or later, 
while at double the age they hardly 
occur at all. 

There can be no doubt whatever 
that the most common time for 
conversions is sixteen or there- 
about, and there can be little doubt 
that the period chosen for ‘con- 


firmation” has some connection 
with this. 
Spontaneous awakenings and 


conversions, that is, apart from ex- 
ternal agencies, are most common

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“@he &xistence of God 
and “(What He is Like

It is useless to discuss the ques- 
tion “Is there a God?” for belief 
that there is a God is instinctive. Ii 
one has so blunted his natural per- 
ceptions as not to see this fact, he 
classifies himself with those of 
whom it is written, ‘““The fool hath 
said in his heart, There is no God.” 
Not one atheist was found among 
the native Africans, Indians, or 
Eskimos. Infidels exist among the 
intellectuals because they have 
subordinated normal faith to self- 
derived intelligence. 

No fact stands out clearer in 
Scripture, or is so emphasized, as 
the truth that there is but one true 
God. The essence of the Christian 
faith, the foundation of the 
Church, is that Jesus Christ is that 
one God incarnate. The Jews be- 
lieved that their promised MeSssiah 
would be Jehovah, the only God, 
incarnate. Isaiah cried, ‘“‘Prepare 
ye the way of Jehovah. Make 
straight in the desert an highway 
for our God.” And John the Baptist 
took up these same words and pro- 
claimed them in the wilderness. Je- 
sus was notto die.on a false 
charge. When He asked why they 
put Him to death, His persecutors 
replied, “Because that thou, being a 
man, makest thyself God.” The 
charge was true. His divinely given 
name means Jehovah saveth. He 
declared, “The Father and I are 
one. I can do nothing of myself; 
the Father within me doeth the 
works.” 

What God is Like 

It is astounding that any one in 
Christendom should ask the ques- 
tion, ‘““What is God like?” or in 
other words, How does God do 
things today? Read with me Matt. 
9:10-13. “And it came to pass, as 
Jesus sat at meat in the house, be- 
hold, many publicans and _ SIN- 
NERS CAME and sat down with 
him and his disciples. And when 
the Pharisees saw it (the publi- 
cans and sinners sitting down with 
Jesus and His disciples), they said 
unto his disciples, Why eateth your 
Master with publicans andsinners? 
But when Jesus heard that, he said 
unto them, They that be whole 
need not a physician, but they that 
are sick. But go ye and LEARN 


what that meaneth, I will have 
merey and not sacrifice, for I am 
not come to call the righteous but 
sinners to repentance.” 

Jesus came into the world to 
show what God is like and how 
God does things. He broke open 
the veil of the sanctuary and show- 
ed us God’s portrait in His own life. 
No one can form any idea of God 
other than He is revealed in the 
Christ. Jesus said, “If ye had 
known me, ye would have known 
the Father also.”’ One can know as 
much about God as he learns about 
Jesus. “Take my yoke upon you 
and LEARN of me.” The practical 
feature of this is most vital. 

In His attitude toward the publi- 
cans and sinners Jesus demon- 
strated what God is like. His true 
expression of love and sympathy 
was so different to the conception 
of what the sect of the Pharisees 
understood to be true righteous- 
ness, that they offered sharp criti- 
cism. God in His way of doing 
things is so different from the hu- 
man standpoint of view, while at 
the same time He performs His 
work thru human instrumentality. 

Nothing is more convincing of 
God and what He is like than de- 
monstration of His power in the 
lives of His professed followers. 
The following expression of Jesus, 
“They that be whole need not a 
physician, but they that are sick,” 
carries with it true meaning of a 
true missionary spirit. God’s whole 
plan and program for the Church 
today is to reach the unreached 
with the message and ministry of 
His Word. 

Righteous people are those who 
are saved and ready for Heaven. 
Sinners are the lost of earth to 
whom Jesus came to minister and 
for whom He gave His life to save, 
and every true follower of His has 
this objective in view. 

The Responsibility of the Church 


There is the one true God exist- 
ing today, and His likeness _re- 
mains unchanged from the begin- 
ning. His Word is yet the true 
Word of God, the Word of life, and 
while these are facts, there is also 
another important fact; namely, 
the responsibility of the Church in 
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the great plan and program of God 
for today. The Church is God’s or- 
ganism to perfect His will for the 
nations. “And he said unto them 
(the Church), Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel _ to 
EVERY CREATURE,” Mark 16: 
15. Tnat command has never been 
withdrawn from the Church. It is 
most likely that the day of INDI- 
VIDUAL EVANGELISM is _ here, 
the need to go out into the byways 
as well as the highway and seek 
the sinners out one by one and 
bring them into the fold of God. 

We are indeed living in critical 
days, and at the same time these 
are golden days for gospel work. 
Every preacher of the gospel 
whether bishop, evangelist, ex- 
horter or personal worker should 
be encouraged and_ pressed into 
service; every dollar, yes, every 
penny that can be turned into a 
channel to promote and spread the 
gospel, should be put into active 
service. Overseers and pastors who 
are drawing fabulous salaries, tie- 
ing up excessive amounts of God’s 
money in luxurious automobiles, 
need only to search more closely 
the Scriptures for God’s plan and 
program for the Church today and 
the responsibility He places on 
THE CHURCH, which places the 
ministry in the lead in assuming 
such responsibility, and also places 
the ministry in the lead in sacrific- 
ial living and zeal for the service of 
God. Many glorious revivals are in 
progress, scores are finding the 
Christ of the Bible, but if the many 
useful preachers and workers who 
are now practically inactive due to 
the depression, could be pressed in- 
to service with those on the field 
now, what a harvest of souls would 
be the result. 

“Therefore said he unto them, 
The harvest truly is great, but the 
laborers are few: pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that 
he would send forth laborers into 
his harvest,” Luke 10:2. “And how 
shall they hear without a_ preac- 
her? And how shall they preach, 
except they be sent,” Rom. 10:14, 
15. “And about the eleventh hour 
he went out, and found others 
STANDING IDLE, and saith unto 
them, Why stand ye here all the 
day idle? They say unto him, Be- 
cause no man hath hired us,” Matt. 
20:6, 7. 

Included in the responsibility 
placed on the Church by Jesus, is 
the problem of keeping the work- 
ers busy in the vineyard. It is 
claimed that labor-saving machin- 
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ery is responsible for the unem- 
ployment of the millions of skilled 
workers who are standing idle to- 
day. “No man hath hired them.” 
The inventive genius of men is 
looked upon as an asset to the na- 
tion. This is indeed true, but it was 
a sad day for our nation when 
man’s invented labor-saving ma- 
chinery overbalanced the working 
men of the nation. This condition 
has brought about heartache and 
suffering, and the final result has 
not yet been determined. What is 
true with the nation can be true 
with the Church. The parable of 
the laborers in the vineyard teach- 
es just that. Read Matt. 20:1-9. 
Here is a group of workers who 
only put in one hour of service. 
They would have put in more time 
had they been hired earlier in the 
day. 

God is impartial in all His deal- 
ings with the human family. This 
is a true likeness of God, and He 
has destined that this true charac- 
teristic of Himself should be por- 
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trayed in the workings of the 
Church, and in order to make this 
possible He has provided that men 
of proper calling and gifts be plac- 
ed in corresponding offices and 
positions. “And he gave some apos- 
tles, and some prophets, and some 
evangelists, and some pastors and 
teachers, for the perfecting of the 
saints, for the work of the minis- 
try, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ,” Eph. 4:11, 12. And may I 
say that when God-called laborers 
are in their proper offices and 
places of labor there shall be no 
“standing idle all the day long.” 
There shall be no unemployment 
among the ministry. Every one will 
be busy in the vineyard of the 
Lord. There shall be no favoritism 
as demonstrated by the political 
world. God is not like that. But 
pastors will fill the pastorates 
(which include overship) , evangel- 
ists will cover the evangelistic 
field, teachers will teach, etc. A 
place for every one and every one 
in their place. God is like that.

Are we 
willing to suffer for Him who suf- 
fered for us? Some complain of fi- 
nancial embarrassment. Well we 
can make use of what we have and 
trust God and He will see us thru. 
I decided a long time ago if God 
did not care for me I would quit 
the business. { have had trials and 
been in debt but the Lord has never 
left me high and dry without help. 
Real consecration brings faith. The 
two mixed and properly used will 
work mightily toward the tearing 
down of Satan’s strongholds. 

We Should Examine Our Conduct 

How about our home life? Do 
our loved ones have confidence in 
us? In John 2:1-3 we see a typical 


Christian home—Mary, Martha, 
and Lazarus. They loved each oth- 
er. Jesus stayed there with them 
often. This party of four were de- 
voted to each other. If Jesus is in 
our home we will be devoted to 
each other. Lazarus took sick and 
died. His sisters sent unto Jesus 
and said, ‘“‘He whom thou lovest is 
sick.” When Jesus came he was 
dead. Mary said, ‘Master, if thou 
had been here my brother had not 
died.” She loved her brother. I one 
time asked a young lady if she 
would not like to have the same 
salvation her parents had. She 
said, “I would like to have what 
my mother has, or the same kind.” 
How about father? “Well, he’s 
abusive in the home. Mother is 
afraid of him, doesn’t dare cross 
him or give her opinion or ideas 
about anything. He snaps her off 
crossly and flies off at every little 
thing. I haven’t much confidence 
in dad.’”’ That father’s carelessness 
may be the means of causing that 
girl to be lost. Do we have a meek 
spirit in our home life? Do we have 
a forgiving spirit? It is not how we 
act in the presence of others that 
counts so much. The judgment 
will reveal every hidden thing. 


How about our conduct in busi- 
ness? Does the grocerman have 
confidence in you? Have you run 
a big bill there and now that you 
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have a little money do your trad- 
ing in some other store on a cash 
basis? The other man has trusted 
you and now you betray his confi- 
dence in you and he decides you 
are a hypocrite, and he _ is quite 
right. Some deal at the store and 
when the clerk says so much for 
such an article they flare up and 
say, “I can get it for half price over 
at the other store.” You might be 
exaggerating. The clerk feels you 
are lying. I think perhaps you are 
too. Oh, that men would have an 
influence because of decent and re- 
spectable conduct. When a preach- 
er loses his grip on his people it is 
generally because His conduct has 
been poor. He perhaps has said 
things about some member to oth- 
er members that have caused hard 
feelings between them. He has per- 
haps been a moneygetter and al- 
ways talking about his poverty to 
every one. That gets tiresome and 
I do not care for that company 
long. He may take his own good 
time in skinning and flaying his 
flock when things are dead and 
he accuses them and blames them. 
They go home bruised and bleed- 
ing and heartbroken. The pastor 
is the fellow that is to blame for 
the condition of the church in 
most every instance. If he has a 
fanatical church it generally is be- 
cause he has allowed it. If he has a 
spiritually dead church it is be- 
cause the flock has not been fed 
right. Good wholesome food will 
produce strong, fat sheep. A whole- 
some gospel will produce strong, 
fat saints. Brother Preacher, you 
make the church what it is. Your 
ability is judged by what you pro- 
duce. The condition of a_ local 
church will tell on the _ pastor. 
Without a proper influence we are 
miserable failures. With a good in- 
fluence you are a success if you re- 


tain it. 


inventory of Our Social Life 


Eph. 5:1, “And have no_ fellow- 
ship with the unfruitful works of 
darkness, but rather  reprove 


them.” The old saying is “Birds of 
a feather flock together.” Our 
companionship generally proves 
what we are, at least if we are not 
what our companions are, we will 
be so considered by the public. Our 
companionship means _ everything 
in preserving our influence. God’s 
people are a separated people. They 
are in a class by themselves. If, we 
break away from our class and 
mingle and associate with the 
worldly class, we will be so classed 
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and our influence will be worth- 
less. I fear that many are taking 
advantage of what the Lord de- 
mands in compromising with 
those of the worldly element. Our 
companionship should not be with 
the world. Young people some- 
times choose unsaved companions 
to company with and later become 
intimate to the extent that they 
marry.The final result often is that 
the saved party loses out in his or 
her soul and goes the ways of the 
world in the mad whirl of time to- 
ward eternal doom. This is sad but 
how true. You may look on either 
side and see it. Young people 
should never give place to the en- 
emy in their social life. It would 
be better to stand alone with the 
Lord than to have a life companion 
that had stolen your joy, both of 
you to be lost in the regions of the 
damned. Darkness and light can 
not mix. If we have light and min- 
gle with darkness, darkness will 
have to flee, but if we disobey God 
in our social life we go in darkness. 
How sad to travel in darkness. Just 
think of the word DARKNESS. 
blackness of night. Surely we want 
to flee from darkness. Paulsaid have 
no fellowship with the unfruitful 
works of darkness, but reprove 
them. Young man, young lady, 
you can not mingle with workers 
of darkness in this dark and wick- 
ed age. Let us look to Him who 
doeth all things well and let Him 
choose our path and help us in 
planning our life.

We Should Examine Our Attitude 
A correct intellectual faith cou- 
pled with a wrong attitude of heart 
is deceptive and very dangerous. 1 
Cor. 13:2, “And though I have the 
gift of prophecy, and understand 
all mysteries, and all knowledge; 
and though I have all faith, so that 
I could remove mountains, and 
have not charity, I am nothing.” 
Out of the heart proceedeth the is- 
sues of life. If the heart is wrong all 
is wrong. Love is the fountain of all 
perfection and excellency, and re- 
gardless of all faith we must have 
the love of God. When we have 
love we have the right attitude. We 
might have faith and not love and 
that would be of no profit. A sin- 
cere heart belief is always mani- 
fested by a spirit of love. Gal. 5:6, 
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“Faith worketh by love.” 

Our attitude should be threefold. 
1. Toward Christ. John 14:15, “If 
ye LOVE me, keep my command- 
ments.” We keep His command- 
ents because we love Him. Love is 
the fulfilling of the law. We should 
love Him after all the sacrifice He 
has made for us in giving all He 
had, even His life, in our stead. 
providing salvation for all from the 
curse of a broken law and the dark, 
endless night of despair. 2. The 
attitude toward our brethren. Gal. 
5:13, “For, brethren, ye have been 
called unto liberty; only use not 
liberty for an occasion to the flesh, 
but by love serve one another.” 
Our liberty is not for selfish inter- 
ests or motives, but in service one 
for the other and that by love. 3. 
Attitude toward ourselves. Rom. 
12:3, “For I say, through the grace 
given unto me, to every man that 
is among you, not to think of him- 
self more highly than he ought to 
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think; but to think soberly, accord- 
ing as God hath dealt to every man 
the measure of faith.” We have 
not whereof to boast. We are noth- 
ing within ourselves. Some preach- 
ers boast of their being able to out- 
preach and outstrip the other, but, 
brother, if God blesses us He is 
due the credit. We have no right 
to think HIGHLY of ourselves. You 
use sense enough to look around 
and see the man that exalts him- 
self and you will soon see a man 
that will come to naught. He that 
thinketh he standeth, take heed 
lest he fall. We have an individual 
responsibility and that is to ex- 
amine ourselves. The result of an 
intelligent and honest investiga- 
tion will give us a humble and 
teachable spirit if we are willing 
to follow the leadings of the Spirit.

“Ghe Body of Ghrist 


By J. C. FARMER 


When we speak of the body of 
Christ we are referring to the 
Church. Eph. 1:22, 23; 1 Cor. 12: 
27. The Church is composed o7 
men and women who are saved. 
Acts 2:47. For our study we will 
turn to the 12th chapter of 1 Corin- 
thians. Paul writing to the church 
at Corinth wished them to be en- 
lightened concerning _ spiritual 
gifts. Ignorance has caused most 
of the suffering in the Church. 
Christ was crucified because He 
was misunderstood. The world did 
not know Paul’s motive for preacn- 
ing, therefore he lost his head. The 
Holy Spirit is grieved today by be- 
ing misunderstood. 

Eph. 4:30, 1 Cor. 12:12, 14 uses 
the human body with the different 
members and their relation to each 
other to teach the unity of the 
body of Christ which is. the 
Church. The foot is not the body 
but one member of the body and 
serves to carry the body. The hand 
is one member and cares for the 
body, dresses and feeds it, etc. The 
eye is the light of the body. The 
ear hears for the body. The nose 
smells for the body. The tongue 
speaks for the body, and so on, but 
all these members make only one 
body and are ruled by one spirit. 
or the brain, making the body sub- 
ject to the head, and if one of 


these members are hurt, all the 
body suffers with it. To amputate 
any one of thes¢é members, the 
body is not whole or complete. So 
also is the Church many members 
but one body, and each member 
has its place to fill. 

Remember, God made the human 
body and placed each member 
where best suited. V. 18. Christ has 
built His Church or made His 
body, which is composed of many 
members, operated by the same 
Spirit. V. 13. God hath set some 
in the Church. V. 28. 1. rod 
placed the apostles to establish 
and uphold the Christian church. 
2. God set the prophets in the 
body to edify, exhort, and console. 
1 Cor. 14: 4, 24. 3. He set teach- 
ers having been taught by the Holy 
Ghost (John 14:26), to teach oth- 
ers the deep truths of God’s Word. 
4. He set miracles in the Church, 
things unaccounted for from the 
human standpoint, done in the 
name of Jesus to prove He is God. 
Acts 3:6. 5. Gifts of healing. It is 
not God’s will that people are sick. 
“Ye shall lay hands on the sick, 
and they shall recover.” (Jesus), 
Mark 16:18. 6. Helps or helpers, 
so talented as to be able to assist 
in any part of the church work. 7. 
Governments or overseers. 8. Di- 
versities of tongues (languages or 
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dialects). As this member is the 
most abused and the least under- 
stood we shall for the benefit of 
the reader endeavor to cast more 
light on the subject. When one 
speaks of tongues or the gift of 
tongues, most people refer to the 
eleventh chapter of Genesis which 
has no relation to the tongue of the 
New Testament, though in my 
opinion the gift of different langu- 
ages was a great blessing to the 
world. The sin at Babylon was in 
setting all in one place and not 
subduing the earth as God com- 
manded. They were trying to build 
themselves a name rather than ex- 
alt the name of God. The tongues 
in the New Testament was not to 
scatter the people but was set in 
the Church as one of the members 
of spiritual ministries. 1 Cor. 12:28. 
Let us look in the Scriptures to 
find its place. 

First, the Bible tells us it is a 
sign. Isa. 28:11, 12; 1 Cor. 14:21, 
22; Mark 16:17. To the believer 
the tongue announces the presence 
of the Holy Ghost. Jesus tells us in 
John 15:26, “He shall _ testify of 
me,” and in John 16:13, ‘““Howbeit 
when he, the Spirit of truth is 
come * * * he shall not SPEAK of 
himself; but whatsoever he shall 
hear, that shall he SPEAK.” Peter 
understood it to mean THE HOLY 
GHOST IS PRESENT for when 
the one hundred twenty began 
speaking with tongues he said, 
THIS IS THAT. Acts 2:16. 

To the unbeliever the tongue is 
God’s way of trying to convince 
him. He that believeth not shall be 
damned. Mark 16:16. Read again 
Isa. 28:11, 12; 1 Cor. 14:21, 22. The 
tongue is like all the other signs, 
it either convinces or confuses. 
When Christ was on trial the peo- 
ple were so disturbed no two could 
tell the same tale, but Christ sat 
perfectly calm. At Pentecost the 
unbelievers were so confused they 
imagined different things had hap- 
pened, but all their imaginations 
were wrong. Those who had re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost paid no at- 
tention to the disturbed crowd but 
just kept on praising God. Today 
the man who hasn’t received the 
Holy Ghost is doing all the kicking 
and raising all sorts of disturb- 
ances, while the fellow with the 
blessing is still praising God. 

The third sign of the tongue is 
a witness to each other. After Paul 
heard the twelve disciples at Ephe- 
sus speak with tongues he didn’t 
ask them if they had the Holy 
Ghost. Acts 19:2-6. The Holy 
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Ghost came on them and _ they 
SPAKE WITH TONGUES, Acts 
19: 6. Peter was willing to baptize 
the Gentiles when he heard them 
speak WITH TONGUES. Acts 10: 
44-48. The use of the Holy Ghost 
tongue in the Church is in PRAIS- 
ING GOD. In Acts 2 we read thai 
they were praising and _ blessing 
God. Tongues should not be used 
by a teacher except he interpret. 
The Holy Ghost is a teacher. John 
14:26; 1 John 2:27. He does not 
teach tongues without interpreta- 
tion. 1 Cor. 14:5, 6, 13. The mem- 
ber that teaches has the gift of 
teaching, Rom. 12:7, but as 
tongues are not understood with- 
out an interpreter, he is command- 
ed to pray that he may interpret. 1 
Cor. 14:2. 

So far as any one can find in the 
New Testament, every one that 
was baptized with the Holy Ghost 
at and after Pentecost spoke in 
some language other than his na- 
tive tongue, as an evidence anda 
sign of the presence of the Spirit 
of God. However, that is not the 
gift of tongues for at Pentecost al! 
spoke in other tongues as the Spir- 
it gave utterance. Acts 2:4. All did 
not have the gift of tongues but 
the Spirit divided the different gifts 
which would be _ best for the 
Church, 1 Cor. 12:11, and the gift 
of tongues is just one gift. 1 Cor. 
12:10. The others have already 
been stated. 

Paul, the inspired teacher to the 
Gentiles, recognized tongues as a 
gift from God. If a man prays in 
the Spirit (or tongues) it is a mys- 
tery, and when one_ sings in the 
Spirit (or tongues) it is a mystery. 
1 Cor. 14:14-16. It is claimed by 
some critics that none _ spoke in 
other tongues except the apostles 
but Acts 2 shows that one hundred 
and twenty spoke with tongues at 
Pentecost. Others say it was never 
repeated after Pentecost, but we 
find that after eight years Peter 
went to Cornelius’ house and those 
who heard (believed) the Word 
were filled with the Holy Ghost 
and spoke in tongues. Acts 10:46. 
Sixteen years after this, or twenty- 
four years after Pentecost, when 
Paul laid hands on the disciples at 
Ephesus, it was again repeated. 
Acts 19:6.

at fifteen. 
In conversion the influence of 
the home life is more marked in 
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boys than girls; though in girls, 
also, home influence is the most 
common cause. Next to home the 
influence of friends is the greatest 
cause, and next to that 
The Church or Ministry 

Girls suffer in the deep effect on 
their emotions more at the time 
than young men. Of course, in all 
statistics and in all religious edu- 
cation, the needs and conditions of 
each personality must be taken in- 
to account. I can only give the gen- 
eral result, which must not be too 
closely pressed, for we have many 
“Samuels” and not a few “Philip- 
pian jailers”’; so that it must not be 
supposed on the one hand that 
there must be no thought of God 
till one is sixteen; nor on the other 
that there is no hope afterwards. 

I may say that not only the 
brain and emotions are very un- 
stable in youth, but that it is a pe- 
riod when all external influences 
are most active, for good or evil. 
How important it is, then, that 
these be pure and_spiritual.—The 
Elim Evangel.

NIAGARA FALLS TURN TO 
BLOOD 


(Rev. 16:3, 4) 


Strange will be the occurrence in 
nativity during the tribulations to- 
ward which the world is so rapid- 
ly moving. The above portion of 
Scripture refers to a_ particular 
chemical change that will take 
place in the waters when the seven 
viles are poured out. As if to give 
the human family a little foretaste 
and a warning of what is coming, 
we are hearing of water turning 
to blood in different parts of the 
earth, and accompanying every 
report there invariably comes the 
word that scientists are foiled at 
what they are seeing take place. 

In connection with prophecies 
recorded in the 16th chapter cf 
Revelation consider the following 
press report of Jan. 2, 1934, which 
appeared in the Toronto Daily 
Star: The strange spectacle of 
crimson colored water flowing 
over the Niagara Falls brought 
hundreds of sight-seers today. The 
water changed color during the 
night. At dawn, instead of sun- 
rise sea~green here, the water was 
a deep red. The rocks at the bot- 
tom of the falls had been trans- 
formed into a curtain of red vel- 
vet. It is believed to be the first 
time in history that the falls have 
flowed crimson.The water over the 
Horseshoe Falls is much darker 
than usual but the red is not so 
noticeable as on the U. S. side. 


From a community in Italy there 
recently came newspaper reports 
headed “Rains blood in Italy.” The 
press notices then explained that 
in a particular locality a blood-red 
rain had fallen. Italians seemingly 
were without explanation of the 
strange event. A faithful Defender 
reader in Port Huron, Michigan 
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writes: A stream here in this state 
turned red, bringing people by the 
hundreds to view it. Thenatives bot- 
tled the water and sold it. I under- 
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stand that it was examined chemi- 
cally and called “‘blood water.” The 
third Angel continued: Rev. 16:5, 
6.

LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
THE LAW OF FORGIVENESS 

V. 21. “Then came Peter to him, and 
said.” The question was a necessity tv 
find a true solution for constant viola- 
tions of Christian principles and divine 
law. “Lord, how oft shall my brother sin 
against me, and I forgive him? till seven 
times?” Three times, said the Rabbis, ye 
must forgive an erring brother. Peter 
Was more liberal in his question, yet he 
was wrong in the true purpose of for- 
giveness. God’s forgiveness is not limited 
where there is true repentance. 

Vv. 22. “Jesus saith unto him.” His 
reply is decidedly different from Rabbin- 
ical methods or even Peter’s liberality. “I 
say not unto thee, Until seven times; but, 
Until seventy times seven.” Four hundred 
and ninety times. It is thought a refer- 
ence is made to the retribution exacted 
from Lamech; if Cain shall be revenged 
sevenfold, truly Lamech seventy and 
seven fold, Gen. 14:24. Forgiveness mus! 
be as broad as that which vengeance °x- 
acts. 

PARABLE OF THE TWO DEBTORS 

V. 23. “Therefore is the kingdom of 
heaven like unto a certain king, which 
would take account of his servants.” The 
kingdom is here referred to as a gov- 
ernment administered by a certain earth- 
ly king. The picture supposes some great 
oriental potentate with numerous vice- 
roys or satraps who have to render an ac- 
count of revenues received. These are 
cailed servants even though they are high 
officials and the monarch’s subordinates. 

V. 24. “And when he had begun to 
reckon, one was brought unto him, which 
owed him ten thousand talents.” The 
word reckon means to take account. The 
vast sum of ten thousand talents. If gold 
talents are here mentioned the sum 
would be $336,400,000. This vast sum rep- 
resents our many sins committed against 
God. Notice this offender was brought 
unto Him. Perhaps some one knowing of 
his offence who desired Him to be con- 
victed. 

Vv. 25. “But forasmuch as he had 
not to pay.” That is, he was absolutely 
bankrupt and had not means whatever 
to meet his deficit. The same is true of 
a sinner. We have nothing wherewith to 
atone for our sins. Without the shedding 
of blood there is no remission of sins. 
“His lord commanded him to be sold, and 
his wife, and children.” Each sin com- 
mitted involves our loved ones in the in- 
jury caused by sin. “And all that he haa, 


We cannot gain nor keep the favor of God without we 


and payment to be made.” The penalty 
was to bring the offender to repentance. 
The sale of his wife and family as slaves 
could not satisfy such a debt. Our loved 
ones cannot atone for our personal sins. 
THE ‘SERVANT’S PETITION 

V. 26. “The servant therefore fell 
down, and worshipped him.” An oriental 
custom of individuals prostrating them- 
selves before their superiors. This was 
perhaps done again and again. “Saying, 
Lord, have patience with me and I will 
pay thee all.” He petitioned his lord to 
be long-suffering with him yet in his ter- 
ror and anguish he promised impossible 
things 

V. 27. “Then the lord of that servant 
Was moved with compassion.” Earthly 
circumstances has its counterpart in God’s 
dealings with sinners. “He had compas- 
sion on them,” or on the multitudes is 
ofttimes recorded in the gospels. Hu- 
mility, confession, and prayer are u«u- 
cepted by Him as payment of debt. “And 
loosed him, and forgave him the debt.” 
The servant was released from being sold 
as a slave. Sinners are released from cap- 
tivity and bondage under Satan and their 
sins forgiven through Christ’s suffering 
in their stead. The servant only asked 
for a stay of time but was acquitted and 
forgiven of the enormous amount. 

THE SERVANT’S UNFORGIVING 


SPIRIT 
V. 28. “But the same servant went out, 
and found one of his fellowservants, 


which owed him an hundred pence.” Or 
a danarius, a Roman coin containing 
about seventeen cents worth of silver. It 
represented a day’s wage of a laborer 
equal to two or three dollars in purchas- 
ing power today. “And laid his hands on 
him.” How insignificant and mean was 
his dealings with his fellowservant who 
owed him less than one millioneth part 
of the enormous sum which his master 
had forgiven him. “And took him by the 
throat.” Thus hindering any effort of 
prayer or petition on his part. “Saying, 
Pay me that thou owest.” The picture il- 
lustrates how hard we deal with others 
and how unforgiving we are when some 
one has wronged us. 

V. 29. “And his fellowservant fell 
down at his feet, and besought him, say- 
ing, Have patience with me, and I will 
pay thee all.” His fellowservant repeated 
the action which he himself had used so 
successfully, and beside this, they were 
but fellowservants. The servant whom his 
master had just forgiven remembered 
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his own bitter experience but he was un- 
forgiving. 

V. 30. “And he would not: but went 


and cast him into prison, till he should 
pay the debt.” He did not regard the 
words and method by which he had been 
saved from prison and forgiven of his 
great debt. He had likewise forgotten 
his master’s kindness. When we are un- 
forgiving and deal hard with an offend- 
ing member, we are unlike Christ. The 
servant could not pay while he was con 
fined in prison, nor can some one whvu 
has wronged you properly repent unless 
you help furnish the iove and grace to 
open the way for that repentance. 

A CRY FOR VENGEANCE 

V. 31. “So when his_ fellowservants 
saw what was done, they were very sor- 
ry.” They were sorry because their fel- 
lowservant had been oppressed and treat- 
ed so unjustly. They were sure that the 
compassion of their master who had for- 
given his officer would likewise extend 
forgiveness to him who was but a <er- 
vant, “And came and told unto their lord 
all that was done.” They were not tale- 
bearers or tattlers, prayer had been ignor- 
ed, mercy had been set aside in the re- 
fusal of forgiveness and patience. 
FORGIVENESS LOST BY UNFORGIVE- 

, NESS 

V. 32. “Then his lord, after that he 
had called him, said unto him, O thou 
wicxed servant.” Brought a second time 
before his lord, not to receive forgive- 
ness, but to have the enormity of his guilt 
exhibited to him and to be punished Zor 
not dispensing and passing on to others 
in his dealings the like compassion and 
favor Which had been shown him. He was 
rightly addressed a wicked servant. He 
Was not so addressed at first. His harsh 
dealings with his fellowservant was 
worse than misappropriating his lord’s 
money. “I forgave thee all that debt be- 
cause thou desiredst me.” Because thou 
didst call on me for aid. The forgiveness 
was unexpectedly large. 

V. 33. “Shouldst not thou also have 
had compassion on thy fellowservant, 
even as I had pity on thee?” “His guilt 
lies in his unmercifulness in the face of 
mercy received.” The king says No more. 
Mercy is the end of God’s effort to save 
His sinning ones from judgment. 

V. 34. “And his lord was wroth.” While 
God is especially represented as a God of 
love and always deals first with His crea- 
tures in love, after it is spurned and re 
jected the Bible represents Him as being 
wroth because of man’s insistence of liv- 
ing on in sin. “And delivered him to the 
tormentors.” Said by some to be a rank 
of punishment in which prisoners are 
prodded along before them with their 
spears till blood runs down their backs 
and sometimes dragged along by ropes, 
running when the horses run hurriedly. 

A TRIAL BALANCE 

V. 35. “So likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye from your 
hearts forgive not every one his brother 
their trespasses.” This verse points to the 
unmerciful dealings of mankind with 
each other.
